On January 25, 2005, the Office of Health Care Access (“OHCA”) received your application for
exemption from the Certificate of Need (“*CON”) process for the establishment of a school based

health center at the John J. Allison, Jr., Polaris Center, located at 474 School Street, East
Hartford, Connecticut.

Please be advised that OHCA has reviewed the information submitted in your request and makes

the following findings:

1. The Capital Region Education Council (“CREC") is proposing to establish a school
based health center (“clinic”) at 474 School Street, in East Hartford, CT.

2. Theclinic will be known as the John J. Allison, Jr., CREC Polaris Center School Based

Health Center.

3. TheJohn J. Allison, Jr., Polaris Center (“Center”) will operate the clinic under the
auspices of the Capital Region Education Council.

4. The Center, a non-profit organization, operates a 34-bed residential care facility, whichis

licensed by the Connecticut Department of Children and Families.
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5. Theclinic will operate in conjunction with the Center’s residential care and educational
services, which are aso located at the 474 School Street, East Hartford, site.

6. Theclinic program will include medical and behavioral health services.

7. Theclinic will provide outpatient treatment to school-aged children from East Hartford,
Hartford and the surrounding municipalities who are in the care of the Connecticut
Department of Children and Families, aswell as children who are referred to the center
through the Connecticut Juvenile Justice System.

8. Thereisno associated capital expenditure with this proposal.

9. A March 2005 start date for clinic operations is anticipated.

10. The proposed school based health center will be licensed by the Connecticut Department
of Public Health (“DPH") and will meet DPH standards for a comprehensive school-
based health clinic.

Based on the above findings, OHCA determines that the proposal meets the requirements of
Section 19a-639(e) of the Connecticut General Statutes, and, therefore, is exempt from OHCA's
Certificate of Need process.
